A Jailed anns snmggler, 
Peter Glibbeiy, also has told 
newsmen that he watched 
wtth Róbert Owen, North’s 
lialson to the Contns, as 
arms shipmenti arrived at 
Hulľs ranch. 

The Christic suit, naming 
Owen u one of the defend- 
ants, saM that starting in 
September 1963. HuU’s 
rancb wu used as a tnns- 
shipment point to smuggle a 
ton of Colombian cocaine 
into the U.S each week. 

The suit contends that 
Owen “has used or invssted 
income received from the 
pattern of racketeering 
wtivity” to esteblisb a 


Washington PR firm. Idea 
Inc. Leonard Greenbaum, 
Owen’s lawyer, has declined 
conunent 

Sheehan said that he has 
talked to three Drug En- 
forcement AdminisWation 
agenta who contend that the 
priváte Contra aid network 
was linked to big-time Col- 
ombian drug dealer Pablo 
Eseobar. 

No hard evidence 

DEA officials in 
Washington háve repeatedly 
contended that they háve no 
hard evidence of Contra in- 
volvement in drug traffick- 
ing. 

House crime subcommit- 
tee investigators also háve 
interviewed a Jailed anns 
smuggler, Jesus Garcia, 
who says he was an opera- 
tive in Contra arms smug- 
gling. Garcia. a former Dade 
County (Mianii) deputy sher- 
iff, bas claímed it was “com- 
mon knowledge" thyt 
cocaine wu financing the 
Contra operation. He saM 
that he mw cocaine and 
weapons stored under the 
samé roof. 

Sheehan said that he also 
had eyewitness testimony 
from a man identified only 
u “Dávid,” a Nicaraguan 
now believed to be dead. 
who said he was part of an 
“International brigáde,” 
based on Hulľs ranch in 
1989. 

Dávid said that the bri- 
gáde was “direetly in- 
yolved” in tranuhipment of 
large quantitiu of Col- 
ombian cocaine from Hulľs 
ranch to the U.S. 
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
